in warrelike affaires, whyche at the firf 
bickering, do bꝛeake their ſpeares vpon 
the aduerſaries,vſpng no kinde of wea- 
pons,ſaupng ſh&elde,ſpeare and gleues, 
actoꝛdynge to oure countrymen , with a 
helmet,and coate of mailc:but their fpe- 
res beyng bzoken they mankullpe fyght 
with dzawen gleaues, dekendynge them 
ſelues with ſheildes, alwais endenozing 
to miſchefe ths handes oz heades of their 
enempes, and lpinge in wapte with all 
their fo;ce to deſtrope them.

meles, doth allwayes accumpanpe him: 
theſe foz hope of bondemen, doe bzings 
with the cheines of a merueilous lẽght, 
in the whiche maye fiftye,oz the ſcoʒe 
eaſely be bound on a rowe. So many as 
| the 
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the enemies ſwo2de hathe not muthered 
and coſumed,they by of the ſpotlers and 
botpe ſekers, whiche is permitted vnto 
them, on this condition, that they pay the 
tenth of their captiues vnto the Empe- 
rour, the reſte it is lawfull foz them to 
kepe,cytherfoz their pꝛopꝛe vſe,o2 to be 
ſolde: and amonge them ther is no mer⸗ 
chandiſe ſo frutefull, pꝛofitable, oz moze 
bſed and accuſtomed, as in time paſte it 
was among the Romanes which called 
gods merchadiſe, bought with no faute, 
and in the whiche no conuincement by 
lawe ought to be feared, 
C In vvhat maner the Emperour orde- 
reth,and dipoſeth his captiues. 
The aged ſozte , and youthe of bothe 
kindes, which befel and happened vn⸗ 
to him vader the name of tẽthes, he this 
diſpoſeth, that the wel ſtroken in peares,

of their country, oꝛ, (if a greater fozce of 
body,apeareth in them, then ſharpnes of 
witte,) vnto warrefare : and they haue 
geuenfo2 their daily pention, two o2 th22 
Ahcſe peces of mony, that they call Aſ- 
pzes,th2& ſcoze of the whiche do make a 
crowne: they thinke it to be ſufficient foz 
their 
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their fode,and aparaill, vntill they be as ( Ob 
ble to fight in abattell , In this maner, ſqract 
they are inſtructed in the rudimentes of that! 
warrefare. Firſte foz the tendernes of Jody! 
their ſtrenght , they haue a weke bowe ſtheir 
aſſigned vnto them, but in continuance then. 
ok time, the foꝛce of their bodye, and ſkil⸗ they 
kulnes in ſhowtinge beinge encreaſed, a Jperta 
tougher and moze ſtrong bowe is allig. Jcherx 
ned, thus it ſtill augmenteth vntill they Jawa 
ar kit foꝛ the warre, A moſt ſeuers mats f{tron: 
ſter, at night wilbe pꝛeſent among them, 
to examine, and haue an accounte of ther 
daily ererciſe,and as often as thep haue 
erred from the marke , ſo manye tymes 
ſhall they be beaten with roddes. Theſe 
are aſcribed to the o2der of Solacrarors, 
Whiche are Archers. Certaine other ar 
bought vp,foz that they may be elected 
amonge the Icnitſarics ; theſe alſo haue 
their ouerſears, which conftratne them 
to a daily kynde of combating, their con: 
tendyng is with clubbes. But che reſts

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Ob enuious acte) in whomea greater 
grace ofbewtie apeareth, ar ſo mangled, 
that no manlines is to be ſene in all ther 


bodyes, with no (mall daunger of le ſing 
their liues: but if thep eſcape, pet from 
thence fourth ſaftye and ſauegard mape 
they not obtaine, vntill thep are made 
pertakers of their vnnatural luſt and le⸗ 
therpe, oz: their tomip bewfpe wearynge 
away, ar made Gunuches , to ſerue mas 
trones, and dames , epther appointed to 
kee pe hoꝛſes and Pules, oꝛ aſſigned to be 
dzudges in their kitchens.

Uche as are endewed with excellent 
bewtye,they chuſe to be Concubines, 
the meaner ſoꝛte are genen to ryche Das 
mes and matrones,foz wapting mades, 
to bſe them about their neceſarye buſts 
nes,amongethe whiche,certaine ar ſuch 
bncleanlye offices, that with honeſtpe 


they may not be named; foz the maydes 
are 
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ur tom pelled to folow them, with a vel⸗ 
ſel! of water, when they goe fourth to lay 
dowue the burthen of nature, and purge 
tht ir infcriour partes. The reſte are 
fireightlye kept to labozs fitte foz wo⸗ 
men, es imbzotheringe, and weuing. It 
is law ful foꝛ none of them all, cyther to 
perſiſte in the Chꝛiſtian religion, 02 co⸗ 
ctiue anpe hope oł fredome, as longe as 
they liue. 
Oln vvhat ſort, the other Turkes doe 
Vſe their captiues. 
Cre befoze wee haue ſhewed, what ſed ac 
the turkiſhe Emperour accuſtometh pleaſt 
to doe, and nowe ſhalbe declared, what tanke 
is done by theſe pꝛiuate perſons. When ima 
any ne w captines by them ar recefued, tilton 
firſt they endenonr by all kinde of thꝛet⸗ 
ninges, faire pꝛomiſes, and flatteringes, act 
that the late obtained bondmen, maye bs ablet 
circunciſed; whych when it is done, he is lamit 
handled ſume what moze gentellye, but C=

| CAfter vvhat maner, they vvhich ar vns 
ſcilefull of manual ſciences, ar vcd. 
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Oſt miſerable is the eſtate of them 
which haue not learned the manual 
craftes, fo2 they onely amonge them ar 
had in honour t regarde, wherfo2e whe: 
the learned ſozt, pꝛeſtes, and noble men 
whyche haue leade all their lpfe in ide 
nes, come into their handes,they ar coũ 
ted in a moze greucus caſe then of al thi 
reſt. Foz the regrater neuer entendeth tc 
bt ſtow any coſt on them, as ſcarſe ſalea⸗ 
ble:thep trauell bare legged, with vnco⸗ 
nered heades, and often times naked in 
the greateſt part of their body : foz their 
firſt garmentes wo2ne out , ther ſhalbe 
no newe apparell beſtowed vpon them, 
they ar lead and dꝛawen thzoughe cold, 
ſnowe,rockes,ſfones, ſummer and win⸗ 
ter, and haue no p2efiredende of miſerpe 
vntil they dye, o: chaunce vpon ſome fo⸗ 
lyſhe maiſter, whiche byeth ſuch vnpꝛo⸗ 
fitable merchandiſe, this is their pitifull 
eſtate, and dolefull miſfo2tune, Finallys 


not one among them is ſo happy of what 
age, 
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age, condition, ſcience oꝛ bewtye ſo ener 
he be of , that, falling ſicke by reaſon of 
loznepinge, the regrater will leave hym 
at ſome place to be loked vnto. Firſte he 
foceth him to go with ſtripes,if that can 
not-p:eunatle,he is placed on a beaff, vps 
the which if he cane not ſitte bp2ight, be 
is bounde to the beaſt, his foze part, and 
facclokinge to the grounde , lpke vnto a 
fardelloz packe;and bepng about to dye, 
firſt ſpopledof his garmentes, they caſte 
him into the next diche, oz pitte, there to 
be devoured by dogges, and vultours. 
2 Hovv the nevv taken captiues 
are handeled in iorneyinge, 
Ot only in the ioꝛnep, thep bynde 
\ ther captiues in perpetual cheines 
but alſo adde manatles to their handes: 
the diſtance of a paſſe is betwine euerpe 
of them, leſt one ſhould tread onder fete 
he other: whiche they doe foꝛ this occa- 
tion, betauſe they would not beſtoned, ot 
the bondemen, to deathe. Foz in as much 
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as enery Regrater leadeth with hym a 
great multitude, ſo that often times they 
bauefine hundzedmen lincked\nJrong, 
they feare the fo:ce of ſo great a number 
il they ſhould haue their handes atliber- 
tye, and free to caſte with all. But when 
the night is come, they lade their feet al- 
ſo with giues, and lape them vp right to 
al domages of the aire. The ſtate of wo⸗ 
men is moze gentill, they whiche are of 
competent ſtrenght, go on their fte, the 
weker ſozte ar caried vpon beaſtes, but 
ſuche as are ſo f ble, that they cane not 
abide the rockyng of the beaſt are placed 
to be bozne in panniars lyke Geeſe. The 
nygbt is vnto them moze ſadde and ſo⸗ 
rowfull, foz epther they are fncloſed in 
nitghtte fenced places,o2 enfozced to ſnf- 
fer the beaſtly luſt, and vncleane lecherie 
of thoſe mankynd regraters.

The mer- 
chantes aſſemble together, the pꝛice is 
ſette:(fthe captine liketh them, his gar⸗ 
mẽtes taken of, he is ſhewed openly bes 
foze the eyes ot his mayſter to come, all 
his membzes are vewed, they ar felte, 
and euerp part ſearched , whether anpe 
hurt oz domage hauing bene taken, lieth 
in thelimmes and iopntes. It he likethe 
them not, againe he is retoꝛned vnto the 
regrater, ſo many times that to ſuffer,as 
Y. ii. ange 
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any man entending to by ſhall come and 
dzawe neare: if he contenteth their min 
des, and they agre vpon a pꝛice, be is lea⸗ 
den awape to moſte painefull bondage, 
epther to bee made a ploughe manne oz 
ſheparde,that in the meane time J may 
omitte mo:e labozous trauels. Foz there 
ars amonge them bnſpeakeable eram- 
ples of miſerpe, J haue ſene menne vbe- 
rye often coupled together in a youke to 
dꝛawe the ploughe, The bonde women, 
are moſte ſtreitly kept to perpetuall la- 
bours, ſe parate from the ſight of menne, 
and they are not permitted ſo muche as 
to talke with their felowe ſeruantes. If 
any man hath bene taken by them, with 
bis wife and childzen, the noble and rteh 
men will bye him very gladdely, and he 
is made ouerſear of their fermes, eyther 
to take the charge oftillinge their lande, 
deſyng of their vinepar ds, oꝛ maintat- 
nyng paſtures, Zbecbildzen of theſe are 
in bondage. It they pcrſeuer and conti- 


newe 
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newe in the chaiſtian faithe, n certaine 
fime of bondage is affignedbnto them, 
whiche beynge paſſed, they entope their 
auntient fredomt:bowbeit their childꝛẽ, 
ercept they be redemed, remaine in ſ#r- 
uſtude ,acco2ding to the pleaſure of theilt 
maiſt er, eyther to abyde in the lame plas 
tes, oꝛ ſom other wher to be tranſkerred: 
there is no lande geuen by inheritance, 
fo: the which they ſerue a tertaine ſpace 
of time. It after their obtained libertpe, 
they long to retozne into their countrye, 
letters patentes are deliuered vnto them 
foz ſate tonducte. But vnto ſuch as haue 
abiured and fozeſwozne dur religion, 
neyther is ther any determinate time or 
bondage, neyther lawe to be chalenged 
ebcerning retozne into their natiue lade, 
all hope of Fredome onelp dependeth af 
their maiſt ers tr will and pleaſure, and 
al beit that fredome be obtained, vet paye

wolde be acceptable vnto God, and anpe 
thinge zuatle foz the health of her ſoule. 
To whiche de maundes the Muchti aun- 
 ſwered,that the deedes woulde be vnto 

god moſte gratekull, and althoughe not 
muche pꝛokitable fo2 the ſafegarde of her 
ſoule, pet that they woulde bee a greate 
furtherance vnto the kings ſoule, bader 
whoſe dominion, t at whoſe commaun- 
dement were all hergoodes,riches , and 


alſo (foz ſhe was a bondewoman ) ber 
life, 
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the te. Mitb this aunſwere, the woman 
emed,euery dap one moze the an other, 
o be ſadde,ſozowfull, and dfſqufeted in 
her minde,and ſo much that in the ſpace 
of many dates ſhe conlde not bee comfo25 
ted, Of whiche anguiſhe r pẽſiuenes, the 
kluge bepng certifyed, begane to ſolace 
her moſt curteouſelpe, affirminge that 
hee in ſhozte ſpace wouldt finde a re- 
medye, whereby at lenght ſh& ſhoulde 
eniop the long wiſhed end ok her deſire, 
Mherkoze incontinet he made her free, 
and thervpon confirmed his ded by ſuch 
wzitinges (as amonge them it was ac⸗ 
tuſtomed to bee done) that from thence 
fourth ſhe ſhoulde neuer be bounde vnts 
bim againe. After obteining of this deſt- 
red and louing fauour, Roſa with a great 
quantitie ot treaſure, departed to finiſhe 
the woozke befoze meycioned , Duringe 
which time the kyng (as aboue it is ſpe⸗ 
cified) baited, and as it were d2zowned, 


pallinge all moderation, in an bnbzide- 
led 


led deſpꝛe and luſt of Roſa,commaunded | 
by a meſſanger that ſhe ſhould come vn⸗ 
to him. But the craftye and deſceitfull þ 
woman, from whome no guile was hid - ft 
den,ſubtillye willed the meſſanger, that 
he ſhoulde admoniſhed his Lo2de of ho- 
neſtpe, and obſeruinge the lawes: and 
that ſhe acknowleged her ſelfeno len. 
ger to be bonde,buta fre woman, albeit 
inthe meane ſeaſon not to denye , bys 
kingelp mateſtve, at his arbiterment to 
haue the apointing and diſpoſition both 
of her life and death: but concerning car- 
nall copulation,that of all other thinges 
it coulde not be done, with out the com⸗ 
mittinge of a moſte greusus ſinne and 
offence. And leaſt perhappes he myght 
thinke it to be a fable fo2ged, and fained 
by her, that ſhe was contented, and wold 
repoſe her ſeife in. all thinges to the iud⸗ 
gement of the Muchti. This repulſe ſo 
ſtirred vp the inflamed hart of the kyng, 
that, all delape ſet aparte, he commaun⸗ 

ded 
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undeb ed the Muchti to be ſent foꝛ vnto hym⸗ 
e bn: and geuing him fr& leaue to aunſ were, 
ittull ſaſked, whether with out bzeakynge and 
hid · biolation of the lawes, he might carnal⸗ 
that pe iopne with a bonde woman by hym 
of ho⸗ made free: wherunto the Mucht: aune 
2 and iwered, that it was not {awfnull, except 


len. 
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he had firſt contracted lawful matrimo⸗ 
fp with her. But this difficultte ſo augs 
mented the kinges affectio,that blinded 
bepounde all meaſure with ſenſuall ap⸗ 
petite, he conſented in wedlocke to the 
fre woman, Wherfoze the mariage ro⸗ 
bes, and other neceſſary pzouſſfon made 
ready,acs;dpnq to their cuſtome, he ſente 
her fiue thouſand Soltane ducates , vn⸗ 
der the name of a gikt foꝛ their martage, 
not with out the great admiration of all 
men, eſpcctally becauſe it was contrarp 
to the vſage and cuſtome ofthe honſe of 
Ottomanno. Foz, to auopde equalitie in 
the Empire, they neuer marpe anye ho⸗ 
neſt and lawfull wiues, but in their pla⸗ 
ces,

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The Hoyible afte 
tes, to ſatiffye their pleaſures ,and libi⸗ 
dinous luſtes ( whervnto in moſte vile x 
and filthy maner, they are ſubiecte, as 
boue all other nations) they haue raut- 
ſhed virgines frome all partes of the 
wo:lde,bewtifull and in fauour the moſf 
excellent, whom pꝛinceſſe like, and hono- 
rablelpe, they nouriſhe in the kinges pa- 
laice ( whiche ofthe is called Sarai) bʒing 
them vp to ſerue fo2 al vſes and tommo⸗ 
dities, and inſtructe them in honeft, and 
ctufll maners, with whome the kynges 
by courſe,as their pleaſure ſhalbe, are 
wount to accompanye , But if by chaſice 
anp amonge the m beyng begotten with 
childe cf the king, ſhall afterward bzing 
foo2th and be deltuered, then ſhe aboue 
all the reſte is reuerenced and honozed, 
and fo2 a great dignitie and reputation, 
is therfoze called Soltana. Thoſe women 
after the birth of their childze ar maried 
to great Loꝛzdes, paſchans, and Sangtas 


ches. But to retozne vnto our purpoſe of 
£0 to 
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this bondewontan latelpe made fr& ſo 
highelpe aduaunced by the benelite of 
Fo:tune, y ſhe myght well be thought 
thechefeſtofall the women of Aſia, and 
accompanyed with ſache ſucceſſe of felt⸗ 
citie, wherbp ſhe might ſatiſfie all her 
ambitions endeaours and deſires : this 
only thinge remained, that meanes and 
occaſion might be fonnde, wherby Soli. 
man be nge dead, the ſucceſffon of the 
Empire, myght be tranſlated vnto her 
only poſteritie which purpoſe, the gens 


tilmaly towardnes of Muſtapha ſo much 


hindered, a po unge mane of a noble co⸗ 
rage, and paſſynge witte, no leſſe excel⸗ 
ling in his coꝛagious hart, thẽ in ſtrenght 
by reaſon of p multitude of his ſouldiers, 
whiche allo thzoughe his magnanimity 
and koztitude was in wounderkull eſti⸗ 
mation with the ſouldpers , and koz hys 
graue wiſdome and vp2ight iuſtice, mar⸗ 
ueilouſlp fauozed of the people. All whi⸗ 
che commendable qualities in him, the

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erafty woman well confideriyg,and pꝛi⸗ 
ue ly with Ruſtanus conſultinge of that 
matter, fo ſhe kncwe (as by the inſtinct 
ok reaſon it is moſt pʒobable)that Ruſta. 
nus woulde rather deſire his kinſeman, 
and bzother of his wife, to be aduaunced 
and ſetled in the Empire, then Muſtapha 
with whom ſhe knewe fo a certaintpe, 
that he was in moſt moꝛtall hatred, and 
chefely becanſe ther had fallen betwpne 
them great variance and ſtrife. Foz from 
the beginning, whlles he went aboute 
to deminiche the pentions of others (as 
befoze we haue partly touched) he ende⸗ 
uozed alſo, but in vaine, to detract a part 
of the ſtipend and reuenewes of Muſta⸗ 
pha: wher by the ſone toniectured, that ſo 
noble and ſtout a hart, if he ſhoulde bee 
aduaunced vnto the eſtate of the Em⸗ 
pire, woulde not eaſelpe burpe in obli⸗ 
nion, ſo vnderſerued an iniurpe, in ſo 
muche p Muſtapha raigning, he thought 
by meanes of his fozepaſſed lyte, that not

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onely,ho ſhoulde fall in danger of his of 
fice and dignitie, but alſo of his heade, 

All whiche lpkelthodes to chaunce the 
malicious woman pondering in her pes 
fkflent minde,endenozed to kindle in the 
kynges thought no ſmall ſuſpitions of 
Muſtapha, which were that he inflamed 
with deſire to beare rule, haninge his c6- 
fidence inthe fauour and beneuolence of 
all menne towardes him, and ſwelipnge 
thzoughe the great armpe of ſouldiers 
( of the whiche he hathe great plentpe 
and abundance) lefte no other thinge to 


be loked foz at hys bandes, then that 


ſhoztlpe he woulde affecte the Empire, 
and craftelye lye in waſte to marther his 
Father, And whereby the better to con⸗ 
ceale and cloke this matter, ſhee fitelye 
pꝛouided all thinges tobe attempted by 
Ruſtanus, whiche conttnually hadde the 
charge of weightie affaires about p king 
neither were ther anpe craftye meanes 


p2iny vnto him , whichehe applied not

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fo; the deſtruction and actuſemtt of the 
voung men, Foz vnto as many as were 
ſente fo2 adminiſtration and gouerment 
of the pzouince of Siria, he pziuelp tolde, 
as thoughe Muſtapha was had in ſuſpi⸗ 
cion by his father, geulnge in chargs to 
euerp of them that they ſhoulde haue a 
diligent eye vnto the eſtate of Muſtapha, 
and with out faile to certifie him by wat- 
tinge of all ſuche matters as they bothe 
ſawe t heard concerning his behaufour? 
craſftely affirming, that the moe odyous 
thinges, were w2iten by them of Muſta, I 
pha, ſo muche the moꝛe they ſhoulde be 
in fauour and accepted of the kyng, Ard 
that day fo 2ewarde Ruſtanus bepnge of- | 
ten certifped bythem, of the p2incelpe 
excellent p, wiſdome, foztitude , magna⸗ 
nimitye,bencuolence, and liberalptpe of 
Muſtapha towardes all men, wherewith 
he hadde maruetlouſſye purchaſed vnto | 
him the favour of the multitude, and na 
leTe of the moſte feruent deſire,with the 
which 
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med to bee kindled, about election ot him 
bnto the Empire :all thys notwithſtan⸗ 
ding, he not onely firſt dared to ſowe the 
ſede of ſo miſchenous a conſpiracie, but 
alſo thoſe letters deliuered vnto the vn⸗ 
gratiaus woman, he lefte the reſte to bez 
pꝛoſecuted by her pediferons head. But 
Roſa ſeyng good oppoztunitie offred, fo: 
accomplyſhinge of her deteſtabte intent, 
thought nener to leane of coꝛrupting the 
kynges minde with effeminate allure⸗ 
mentes, and Flatteringes (as ſhe knew 
the wayes,feww lyke vnto her)ſo that, if 
t any tyme mention ſhoulde be made of 
Muſtapha , ſhe woulde take afitte occa- 
lon of the time to oppen the letters. 

And in d&ede ſhe was not decefued of 
her expectation,fo2 a conuentente ſeaſon 
epng awaited, ſhe admoniched the king 
not with out teares (ss buto women in

inge)of the perill and daunger where⸗

whiche all menne, fo2 the moſf varte,fe; 
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vnto he was ſubiecte, rebearſing among 
other obſecttons, howe Sclimus the kin- 
ges parent, had befoze at one time, by 
ſuche lyke meanes depziued his Father 
bothe of his kingdome and [yfe : where- 
koze ſhe earneſtlye entreated him by ex- 
ample of other to take diligent care foz 
him ſelfe. But theſeargumenteg of fu 
ſpieion, at the firſte ſight , ſemed not in 
euerp behalte ſo pꝛobable vnto the king 
whereby it came to paſſe , that by thoſg 
aſſayes, the curſed woman litle pzofited 
Wohyche perceiupnge in her enufouſe 
harte, after tracte of certaine monethes 
the directed her malitious thoughtes vi Ju 
to other difceites, ſekynge oppoztunityt FOR 
pp all mannes poſſible, to diſtrope th ric 
pounge manne wyth poiſon , Nepthe 
were ther wantinge bloudſheders, an 
moſt deteſtable menne, pꝛompt and rea: 
dy to accompliſhe vilanouſl pe all her 
nous actes, leaſt by celeſtiall pꝛouident

Iye lone, and if thꝛoughe ſome foztunat 
chaunce , Muſtapha ſhoulde alſo come, 
ſhe might gette a moze conuentent oc⸗ 
tation to opp2eſſe him:if not, to expecte 
the time fo kill hym by mellangers. 
But Muſtapha in dede not comminge 
(fo2 the kynges ſonnes haue not accu⸗

come accompanied with a great number 
of ſouldiers, to take poſſeſſion of the Em 
pire )the hadde ſoone in redines an other 
miſchefe. Fo: the requeſt whyche was 
deſired, beynge obteyned, ſh& bzought 
to paſſe, that not onlye in the cptye , but 
in the pzouinces alſo her childzen fo -

angis diffozmed with bunches accoms 
pained his father remaining in the cape, 
But the foꝛged inuention of this wicked 
ſteppe mother ſtandpnge in doubte the 
ſpace of certaine peares, foꝛtune at light 
minding to fauer thoſe curſed intentes of 
the woman , bꝛought ſuſpicious letters 
from the Paſchan(foz euery of the kings 
ſonnes iswount to haue with hym one 
Paſchan, whiche is ſuche a one, as occu⸗ 
pieth the rome of him, that geueth aun⸗ 
ſwere vnto the people concernynge the 
lawe, and miniffreth councell about 
warrelpke affaires, with a teacher by

Jn the whyche cauſe, whereby to 
dzowne the kynges minde, pet ſtagge⸗ 
ringe, and full ofdoubtes,in their ambi⸗ 
guouſe ſuſpicious, thep applied all their 
wilpe diſceites, ſapinge: that Muſtapha, 
as an ambitions perſon, to bee kindled, 
and ſette on fire, with a furious rage of 
the mind e, contrarpe to all heauenlp and 
humaine lawes, thzoughe deſire of ob⸗ 
teinpnge ſo noble an Empire: to con- 


ſpire alſo againſt his fathers death: and 
wherby 
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wherbyp a greater confidence mygbt ba 
geuen to their crafty (maginations,thep 
put the kinge in remembzante of the a; 
liance contracted by Muſtapha with the 
perſians, moſt auncient and deadly ene - 
mies to the of ſpzinge of Ottomanno , 
and therefo:ze he ought narowelp to ſe 
vnto hym ſelfe,leſt, to perſian ſtrenght 
fopned to the Sangiaches and Ianiſcharies, 
whoſe fauour Muſtapha longe ſence had 
wonne by his liberalitie, in ſhozt ſpace, 
he ſhoulde bereue his father both of Ipfe

minde of the olde manne to ſuche paſſe, 
that he fullye purpoſed to pꝛouide fog 
ſafegatde of his owne eſtate, by death of 
bis ſonne,after this maner, Jn the yeare 
of our lozdeGod a thouſande flue hun- 
dzed fiftye and twoe, he cauſed with all 
diligence and celerptie, thzoughe out, fo: 
the moſte parte, all his pꝛouinces, to bet

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df their coaſtes, to haue inuaded Siria W | 
a great Ofte of armed men,ouerthzowE | 
citpes, lead awape the people captfnes 
and, no mane reſiſtpng them, ſpoiled all 
the countrye with fire and ſwozde, wht- 
che ſo bolde an enterpꝛiſle, and deſperat 
acte to repell, that he was conſtr: ned, 
to ſende thither Ruſtanus with an, army. 
Certaine bandes of ſouldiers therefoze 
beynge gathered together, he pziuelpe 
committed thẽ to Ruſtanus, that as ſecret 
Ive as it might be, and without all tu⸗ 
multe, he ſhoulde lape handes o2 Mu- 
ſtapha, and bzinge him bounde vnto Con 
ſtantinople, but if he to ulde not commos 
dioulſlpe bꝛinge it to paſſe, that then by 
one meanes oz other, he ſhoulde cauſe 
him to be murthered. This vnnaturall 
and beaſtelye commanndement of a fas 
ther being receined,Ruſtanus guarded v 
a mightye Oſte of ſouldiers, marchethe 
towarde Ciria, Whither, when he was 


come , Muſtapha certified of his arinal,

des Siria, actompained with ſeuen thou⸗ 
and of the moſt valiant and beſt apoin⸗ 
ted ſonldiers th2onghe out all Turkepe.

flye,and,retiring made haſt with his ar⸗ 
my to Conſtantinople again, 4 with ſuch 
ſpede, that he dared not to ee the duſte, 
rapſed in the are by the hozſemene of 
Muſtapha , muche le&ſfe to abyde hys 
commpynge , Beypnge reto2ned therkoze 
wythe hys companye of ſouldfers , he 
perſwaded all menne,to haue founde the 
paouince quiet and in (afegarde. But at 
lenght opened bnto the kynge in ſecret 
the cauſe of hys retoꝛne:addynge that he

it not good, in ſo daungerous a buſtnes 
to attempt the matter by open warre:foz 
whiche tauſe he referred the decydpnge 
therof vnto the wiſdome of hys maleſtye |5 
This relation encreaſed newe and no 
ſmall ſuſpicion in hys vncurteouſe and 
bloudſhedpnge father , and in no pointe 
degenerating from the engraffed crue(- 
tre of his aunceſtours, from whſche to 
delfuer him ſcife, in his wicked thought 
he thꝛoughelp determined, wherefoze in 
the peare nertfolowpng, he commaun⸗ 
ded a mightye oſte to be gathered to ge. 
ther, ſignifping that the Perſtans hadde 
inuaded Siria with a moze hager armpe 
then befoze : and that he fozced foz a pu⸗ 
blike ſafegard, hadde determined thither 
to leade the Oſte in his pꝛopze perſon, 
and reſiſte the intetes of their enemies. 
The ſouldiers therfoze gathered to ge⸗

Whiche when he was arined in 
Sinna,fourthe with charged Muſtapha, to 
ſrepaire vnto him at Alepes (foz ther he 
had pitched his tetes , Bat in the meane 
ſpace Solimam was not fo able to con- 
teale, by outwarde aparance, (althonghe 
diligent regarde was applied thervnto) 
the deteſtable and deadlpe hatred, which 
in his harte he had conceſued towardes 
bis lonne, but that it tame to the euident 
perſeueranceof the Paſchans, and other 
men of greater dignitpe about him. 

Chꝛoughe the whych one A cmat a paſ- 
cha ſecretly warned Muſtapha by a meſs 
ſenger, that he ſhoulde haue a moze ca- 
refull regarde bnto his lyfe and ſaflye. 

And in deede Muſtapha thought it not 
bnwozthy to be maraeled at, d hys Fa⸗

nocenere extremelp vexed with angutſh 
and perturbation of minde, he fully pur⸗ 
poſed to ſatiffye and obepe, (althoughe 
with no ſmall perill of his lyfe) hys fa⸗ 
thors comaundementes.

ment and encreaſe thys ſaſpicion with 
brs mofte leude lpes, and diſſemblynge 
deuiſes,fo2 geuynge a ſpgne, he enco2a- 
ged the Janiſcharies, and other the che⸗ 
feſt ſouldiers ofthe armpe, to goe fourth 
and mete Muſtapha, And farther pꝛolon⸗ 
ging ſette aſyde, euerpe one moſte ſpe⸗ 
delpe executed hys commandementes , 
p;outded and furniſhed hym ſelfe fo2 the 
ioꝛnepe. After that the moſte diſceitfull 


villaine ſhebeinge fourthe (as he knewe 
extea⸗ 
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trceadpngelye to faine) a diſdafnefulned 
in hys countenance ;conueped Urepght 
waye hym ſelfe into the kynges tente, 
moſte impudenklpe affirminge ; that all 
the pzincipall ſouldiers, fo: the moſte 
parte, were departed of their owne ac» 
co2de, and without any biddinge; to re- 
teypue and m&te Muſtapha. Whyche 
bepnge heard, the kynge , thzoughe ver- 
ations of hys minde, beganne to were 
pale, and goynge out of hys tente, ſone 
perſwaded him ſelfe , that the wozpes 
were trewe whyche had bene ſpoken by 
Ruſtanus , And there wanted not vnto 
Muſtapha pꝛodigious viſions of his vn- 
fo:tunate chaunce ta tom. Fo2 the thirds 
dape bæfoꝛe he ſhoulde make ready him 
icife fo2 the fournepe, lleppng about the 
t wye light of the daye,he ſemed to haue 
ſeene Machomet appareled with gliſte⸗ 
ringe robes, takpng him by the hande, ta 
bꝛinge him vnto a certafne place moſte 
delectable,garniſhed with exquiſite and 

A.. li, gozgioulſs 
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go: giouſe palaices, and enuironed with 
a moſt pleaſant garden, whiche pointing 
to euerpe thynge with his finger , ſpake 
to hym in this maner: ſapinge, here per⸗ 
petuallp do reſt as many as in the woz2ld, 
haue leaden a godlye and vp2pght Iyfe, | 
with ſuche as haue bene mainteiners ok 
the lawes and rightuouſnes, and cquitie 
and repꝛouers of ſpnne and vices. After 
that turnyng his face on the other ſpde, 
to haue bcholden two bꝛode and moſte 
ſwifte riuers, whereof the one to ſethe 
with water moze blacke then anp pitche, 
and great number to bee dzowned ther: 
in, the reſte to appeare aboue the water, 
cryinge fo2 mercye with a moſt hozrible 
voice: and in this place, he ſapd, are to2- 
meted ſuch as malitiouſip haue wꝛought 
iniquitie, remaininge vonder the waue- 
ringenes of hys fickle life. And the grea⸗ 
teſt parte of them he affirmed to be Em⸗ 
perours, kynge, pꝛincee, and other ſuche 
great potentates of the wozlde, Whiche 
beyng 
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being finiſhed, Muſtapha bzoken out of 
bis ſlepe t viſſon,commaunded the Do⸗ 


cto2 to be ſent fo2,4 opened bnto him the 
whole conrſe of his dꝛeame. But he mu. 
ſing ther vpd a long ſpace,(foz the ſuper⸗ 
{1 Tictons Pachometiſts do attribute verp 
much vnto p doting to pes of dꝛeames) 
repler. (ſhed with ſozowx penſifenes, in 
the t aunſwered, that the viſion was to 
be feared, as one whpch fozeſhwed vnto 
bym great perill of hyslyfe . Wherfoze 
he conncelled hym to haue eſpectall re⸗ 
garde of his healthe and dignitye. But 
| Muſtapha, as he was endewed withe 
magnanimitye and foztitude , baupnge 
no reſpecte to hys awneſwere, towtlye 
replted,ſapinge, ſhal J ſuffer my ſelte to 
be made a fearde, and vanquiſhed, with 
friuolous and childiſhe feare: wohl rather 
doe J not make haſt with a conſtant and 
bnwanering cozage, to go to wardes mp 
Father, and ſo much the bolder, becauſe 


p I knowe moſte certainelpe, that J haue 
A. ili. alwaſes 
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alwayes ſo duelpe reuerenced (as it bc 
commed me) his maleſtpe, that he va⸗ 
willinge thervnfo, J neuer turned mine 
epes towardes his rotall ſeate, muche 
leſle my fete , but leaſt of all mpnded ta 
affecte the @mpire; ercept the eſpectall 
fauour of the higbe God, had called hym 
awape vntoa better lyfe, and not then 
alſo withonie the fre and publike ele- 


ction of the whole Oſte, that at length, 


with out all ſlaughter, bludcheding, and 
crueltpe, J might raigne after a godlpe 
ſozte iuſtelpe, and keepe inuio lated the 
Frendeſhippe of my bzethzen, Foz J 
haue purpoſed with my ſelke, and ra - 
ther choſen, ſins that my Fathers will

When the 
ſtanders by hadde aunſwered, that be 
ſhoulde incontinent behold him, he ſaws 
frome the other ſpde ſeuen dumbe men 
to come towardes him, (whom the Em- 
perour of Turkpe is accoſtomed to haue 
about him, as partakers of his ſecretes, 
and redye wickedlpe to accompltſhe all 
kyndes of murther , and heynous actes) 
wher with beyng ſtroken with feare and 
terroꝛ, beholde my deathe, he ſayde , and 
riſpnge,contented to flpe awape, but in 
 baine,fozapp2ehended by the Evnuches 
and kepers,he was dꝛawen by fozce vn- 
to the appointed place of hys vnhappye

But when he came 
onto the place, and vnhappye ſtrangled 
bother, and beheld him vinge one the 
earthe , it is impoſſible to bee declared, 
with what griping gryfes he was pꝛic⸗ 
ked at the harte. And ſcarſe was he vet 
come thyther,whe hys malitious father, 
ſente after hym meſſangers, whypche in 
His name,ſheulde offer vnto him all the 
treaſure of Muſtapha, his hozſes,tentes, 
ſeruantes, robes, oꝛnamentes, and beſts 
des that the pꝛouince of Amaſia, But 
Giangir repleniſhed with ertreme ſozow 
and penſifenes, foꝛ the pitifull deathe of

ner: Out vppon the, O dekeſtable and 
wicked dogge: Dtraiter,J wil not name 
the Father, thou thy ſclfe nowe enfope 
the treaſures,hozſes,02namentes, t pꝛo⸗ 
uince of Muſtapha, Coulde ther any ſuch 
thiage take place, in that fearce vngodly 
and miſcheuous minde of thyne , as to 
murther ſo noble, warlpke, and ſonne of 
ſuche a towardes, whoſe lpke the houſe 
of Ottomanno hadde neuer bnttll thps 
dape, nepther ſhall in time to come, and 
that withe out all reſpecte of humanp⸗

therfoze, leaT heereafter,thou trinmphe 
in lpke maner, bzagge ſo vnſhametfaſt- 
lye ouer me pie bunched miſer . ae 
uinge in this ſozte tragicallpe lamented, 
and takpug in hande his dagger, wher⸗ 
with he was girded, he thzuſte it thꝛou⸗ 
ghe his inwarde boweles, and ſo ſodain⸗ 
lpe gaue vpthe ghouſte , Whiche dede 


whe it cam bnto the Emperours heriag, 
a hard 
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a hard matter it was to ſpeake, what be- 
rations griped him at the hart. Howbett 
ſo great angutſhe and ſozowe oucrcame 
not his couetous minde , fo incontinent 
he commannded all theriche treaſares 
of Muſtapha to be bzought into hys ten⸗ 
tes. But the ſouldiers thinkynge that 
all his ſubſtance was graunted and ge 
uen fo2a pꝛape, made earneſt ſpede with 
pꝛompt ànd readpe mindes to perfozme 
the kynges hoſtes. Durpnge which time 
the ſouldiers of Muſtapha remaining in 
the campe, ignoꝛante of that whyche had 
befallen to their Lo2de and gouernour, 
ſepnge ſo great a bande of ſouldiers, to 
come ruſhe on, with out al ozder of war, 
wher bp to repell x dziue of their tumul- 
tuous inſolence, came armed agapnſte 
them , and ſo manfullye bzake they?

diers,had dꝛiut backe the Janiſcharies, 
and apeaſed their rage, turnynge hym 
ſelfe alls towardes the ſouldiers of Mu⸗ 
ſtapha, and mitigated with gentill woz- 
des and erhoztations their ſtirred min- 
des, ſapnge: what will you nowe deare 
bzethzen and loupng frendes, degenera⸗ 
ting fro that wiſdom thꝛoughe the wht⸗ 
che, in ſo many ages pou haue bene pꝛai⸗ 
ſed and highelpe commended, go again 
and withſtande the ckommaundementes 
of the great Soltan our Emperour? 4 
can 
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tan not (as God ſhonlde lone me) mats 
nell enoughe, what hath ſo inflamed 
pour harts, whom J hctherbnto haue az 
towed ag moſtvaltant 4 renowmed ſoul⸗ 
diers, as in this ciuill conflicte , to ſtret- 
che fourth theſe wepons agataſte pour 
cincfcllowes, Whiche with ſuche pꝛo⸗ 
ſpcrours ſutteſſe, and geod foztune , vou 
haue vſed vpon the enemies ofthe houſe 
ef Ottomanna , and to repꝛeſent ſuche a 
ſpectakle vnto your aduerſaries, 5 thep, 
by whoſe rygbt hade theylament them 
ſclues, vanquiſhed, ſhoulde now retoyſe 
fo: their mutual deſtruction and ſlaugh⸗ 
ter. Therkoꝛe mp ſonnes haue diligent

But when the death of Muſtapha came 
to the Janfſcharies t᷑ eares of the whole 
Hoſte, afreſhe ſedition began amonge 
them. Euerpe one cried vnto armour a⸗ 
gapnc, and makyng a terrible noyfe , by 
reaſon of their teares and wepinges, as 
thep were this in a ragpng and furious 
minde, came violentlpe ruſhynge withe 
great tumulte and dꝛa wen ſwoꝛdes, into 
the kinges tente. But this renewed con- 
ſpiracpe, bꝛoug t ſuche tremblynge into 
the kynges minde, that deſtitute of all 
councell, he woulde haue taken flight, 
with no ſmall daunger of his head. Bow 
beit beynge helde by his ſernantes, and 
takynge occation of neceſſpty, he purpos- 
ſed toattempt the thyng , whiche in ſaf-

tye, he neuer thought to haue done, and 
entringe out ofthe dozes, ſpake in thys 
ſo:t(but with a pale countenance)bnto 
the ſoudiers: what rumoz,noyſe,rufling, 
and inſolencye is this, wherwſth ſo raſ- 
ſhelpe pou haue diſquieted my minde 2 
M hat doe this furious, inflamed , and 
irefull viſages (ignifie; M il you not cal 
to remebzance that Jam he which hathe 
the powze to rule c gouerne pou? Hane 
you determined to blotte your warrlpke 
p:0wes, and the martiall feates of pour 
aunceſtours, by ſhedpnge the bloudde of 
pour kynge and Emperour 2 Unto the 
kpnge ſpeaking in this maner, ffoutlye 
aunſwered the ſouldters : that they in 
dede confeſſed him to be the ſame, whom 
manye peares ſence they hadde elected, 
but in thatthey hadde by their cozagſous 
mankpnes conquered him ſo large an 
Cmpire,and defended the ſame,foz thys 
otcation to be done, becauſe he ſhoulde 
raygre bpzightiye, miniſter iuſtice, and 
not 
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not without regarde to lape hys handes 
one euety iuſte perſon; and wickedlye to 
emb:we him ſelfe in the blond of Inno⸗ 
centes. And that in defence of an vpzight 
quarell, they were come armed, and pꝛo⸗ 
uoked to reuenge the deathe of gultles 
Muſtaphaʒ neyther the kyng to haue any 
reſenable tauſe, whereby to be ſtirred 
with diſpleaſure againſt them. Their de 
ſire therfoze was, that, wherby to purge 
them ſelues openly ot the crime of trats 
ters, oł the whiche they were falſcly ac⸗ 
tuſed by ß adusrſaries of Muſtapha, ths 
accuſer ſh ould come fourthe in the mid⸗ 
deſt, e that they woulde not lape do bone 
their armonr; bœfoze he had perſonallpe 
apeared in iudgemente, and beginne his 
accuſation; as the la we requi ed, vppon 
paine ot lpke puniſhement. Duringe the | 
time that theſe thinges ſhould he donne, 

the hozrour of that hepnous act?, pꝛouo⸗ 
ked them all to wepyng, in ſo much that ö | 


the kynge ſemed to repent hem of that

bis ſGue. Then the kinge pꝛomiſed bnts 
the ſouldiers, with gentill woozdes, the 
ſutteſſe of their demaundes , and ende⸗ 
noꝛed, as muche as he coulde, to pacifye 
their inflamed minds. But in the mean 
time the ſonldiers; leſt the kynge ſhould 
craftelye haue eſcaped , and diſapointe d 
them of his pꝛomiſes, and the erpectatis 
of ſuche thinges as they had requeſted, | 
remained all of ſette purp! (2, with dili⸗ 
gent care to kepe the watche and warde, 
After that the kyng cleane depziued Ruz 
ſtanus of all his dignities, toke from him 
the kynges ringe, wherof he hadde bene 
keper, and deliuered it to Achmat the 
paſchan, But Ruſtanus bꝛokẽ with fears 
and trembling, ſeynge hym ſelfe ſcarſe 
voyde of daunger in hys owne tentes, 
le dde pꝛiue ly vnto the pauilious of Achs 
mat the paſchan, and conſulted with bim 
hat were boſt to be done in ſo doutfull 
and perilous a buſines, whiche aunſwes 

red 
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red, that therin he ſhauld vſe the aduſſe 
of thekpage, and obepe what ſo euer by 
bim ſhould be commaunded, Theſe woz 
des greatly contented the mpnde of Ru- 
ſtanus,and makyng no long delay, aſked 
councell of the kyng concernpng all bys 
minde, by meſangers, his truſty and fas 
miliar frendes. But aunſwere being ge⸗ 
uen, that, al lingring ſet a part, he ſhouly 
abſent him ſelfe,moſt ſpedely from the 
kinges ſight and pauilions: he replied, 
that it coulde not conuenſently be done, 
with out money t pauilions, vnto whom 
the king agatne aunſwered,that neither 
time, place, oꝛ longer delapto take com⸗ 
modious oppoꝛtunitie, by anye meanes 
ſhoulde be graunted. Then Ruſtanus at 
| length, with out longer tarpinge, giltpe 
enoughe vato him ſelfe, of bis miſces 
uouscommitted dedes, accopained with 
eight ot dis moſt faithfull rendes direc 
| ted his ſoznep towardes Conſtantinople, 
and with ſpedy pace (as feare ia accuſta- 
M. li. meg 
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med to miniſter wynges) in the end 
tame thther, and there with Rola, ang 
manpe other confederates vnto that cong 
ſpiracye-erpecteth the euente ut his fo2- 
tune, not with ont great iepardpe of le. 
ſinge his head. The rumo; went that 
Solim n alſo, giltye vnto him ſelfe of ſs 
dutragious a murt der, was pꝛicked with 
a ſuperſticious repentance, to goe vnto 
Mecha, and takyng his ioꝛnep, beyng c63 
pelled by the Perſian pow2e, from theſe 
to ſpede him ſelfe vnto Ieruſalem, ther to 
offer ſacrifice(called in p language Cor: 
ban) fa his diſteaſed ſon, And this much 
(onte to make an ende) came to my re⸗ 
membzance, to declare, oz rather gens 
admoniſhenrent of Muſtapha, Þ he was, 
fo: his warrelyke pꝛowes, and pzompt 
minde to ſhedde ch2iſtian bloud, ſo fauo- 
red of all mennc,that they m ape thynke 
neuer anpe to haue ſpꝛongen oat of the 
linage of Ottomanno, whpche woulde 


haue pꝛomiſed ſo muche concerning en- 
large- | 


largemit of their empſre,ſothat among 

them of diſpared maters is ryſen thys 
pꝛouerbe Gietti Soltan Muſtapha, wher⸗ 
by they would fignikie, chat of their firit 
purpoſed intent their labour to be loſt, or 
in vaſne, Me oughHht therfoze to refoyce 
one with eche other, koz the deathe of ſo 
fearce,cruell and deadly an enempe, and 
thinke, that it tame not to paſſe with out 
the pzoutdence of God, whyehe in that 
behalfe was minded fo pꝛouide fo2 our 
faftpe and ſauegarde.
